miles east of Portland, ia a thriving place 
It is Ihe junction of the two mam lines o 
the Maine Central1 Railroad through th 
centre of the Slate from its seaport termi 
nus, and from here direct railroad column 
nication is hud with all parts of the State 
It is the location of the extensive shopa o 
the Maine Central lioad and tua nourishing 
corporation known as the Lockwood Mills 
a corporation, tb.ttl has grown to a fron 
rank among the cotton manufactories o 
Maine. In addition lo the already exten- 
sive lacilities of thesb mills a 490- foot addl 
Mon baa just beenIcomplcted and started 
up. Tbe help for this "annex" has been 
gathered from various pomts In the vioinl 
ly, and ahout one hundred have been 
brought from Aroostook county and tbe 
Provinces. The management of the mil 
is liberal, and during the past season man} 
dwellings lor the employes have been 
erected. 


West WaUrville is 
another borough

lire so good that it maintains a regular 
body of water throughout the year, unaf- 
fectsd by drouth, freshet or anchor ice in 
winter. Its length is about ten miles and 
Its numerous water powers have brought 
into operation and maintained a eash a»d 
blind factory, a match factory, a grin 
mill, shovel handle factory, machine tnop 
and foundry, Dunn Edge Tool Company, 
scythe shops, a new woolen mill to run tec 
sets of machinery, and a manufactory of In- 
durated ware. The West Wuterville scythe 
•ndustry Is of magnificent ,proporiion's, a 
i 
number of scythes fjcing sent out 
om all other manufactories in the 


world, and the Industry Is to increase 
rather than diminish. Hiram Holt of East 
Wilton, one of the largest single mann- 
facturcre In the country of scytbcsand bay 
knives, has already purchased quite ex- 
tensively of tbe water power on the stream, 
and contemplates the erection of

works for his manufactures. The inhabi- 
tants of West Waterville are mainly skilled
